The Pahokee City Comm- 
ission decided unanimously to 
join a lawsuit filed by other 
cities in Palm Beach County, 
challenging a proposal to allow 
the county commission to sit as 
a county-widé growth manage- 
ment board at last week's 
meeting. 

County Commissioner Ken 
Foster has gone public with his 
disapproval of the move and 
sent his Glades Assistant, Sue 
Bailey to speak to the 
commissioners. 

This would take away the 
right of the cities to manage 
their own land and its’ usage 
and give the responsibility to 
the county commission. 

Commissioners feel the coast 
wants to limif-growth while the 
Glades area, . especially 
Pahokee needs growth to 
stimulate their economy. 

The lawsuit is opposing a 
March 10th ballot question

that would give the county 
commission control of all 
growth management decisions.

*Mr. Mills said he had 
instituted a maintenance” 
action plan to speed up repairs 
on housing units in the 
authority.

Judge dismisses lawsuit

The Palm Beach County Health Care Taxing 
District added another major setback to its 
already growing list of troubles on February 6th, 
when Everglades-Memorial Hospital won the 
first major round in the litigation between the 
hospital and the Taxing District. 

The Health Care Taxing District's lawsuit to 
close Everglades Memorial Hospital in Pahokee 
was dismissed without prejudice by Judge Lucy 


Brown on February 6th. 


Everglades Memorial has filed a counter suit 


against the Palm Beach County Health Care 
Taxing District questioning the legality of the 
Taxing District closing the hospital. t 

The suit, which is about 60 pages long, cites 
breaking of leases with the hospital which would 
run another 40 years approximately; the legality 
of hiring a consultant for $250,000 without 
officials looking at other proposals and the 
_ actual legality of the Taxing District Board's 
existence. 

At this weeks’ Pahokee City Commission 
meeting, commissioners made it clear ` the city 
will stand by their hospital even if it has to join 
the hospital in their lawsuit. 

“The loss of the Everglades Memorial would be 
a devastating blow to Pahokee. It would mean 
that 400 plus people would lose their jobs,” said 
Mayor Ramon Horta. "We need to send a clear 
message to the Taxing District that we are 
behind our hospital 100%!" 3 

The P.B.C. Taxing District wants to merge 
Everglades Memorial with Glades General 
Hospital in Belle Glade arguing that it would 
save

The question Glades residents are asking is 
"Does anyone know for sure that any money at 
all will be saved or will it in fact cost the 
taxpayers more to combine the hospitals?” 

In October Glades General Hospital asked the 
Health Care District for $1.3 million to begin an 
obstetrics department. The board denied the 
request saying it was premature since the 
Pahokee Hospital was still open’and had an 
obstetrics department. 

Originally, the plan was to close both hospitals 
and build a new facility between ‘the two cities, 
but-both hospitals fought that move. Neither

Glades people feared that Glades General 
Hospital would be used as-a hospital for A.I.D.S. 
patients only, on‘a national léevel, and rumors

national media. 

One of the newest proposals is to let 
Everglades Memorial take on a new role as a 
mental health center and general care facility, or 
& provider of several different health care 
related services. 

According to: Everglades Memorial officials, 
people come from as far away as Okeechobee to 
have their babies at their facility by choice. 

Qne thing is certain, neither Belle Glade or 
Pahokee is going to give up on this issue and as 
slowly as the court system moves it may be quite 
a while before any decision is reached. 

When questioned, a local resident of the 
Glades said Belle Glade and Pahokee were like 
two sisters fighting over who was going to wear

They gave it to someone who doesn't even 
have a motorcycle license, who couldn't 
even go to the motorcycle school because 
he didn’t have a motorcycle license, never 
even drove a bike before. 

That's something to think about and for 
you guys to take a look at. 


What would it take for Belle Glade to go 
back to electing the Chief of Police and the 
Mayor? 

What would it take, a petition or what to 
get back to elected officials? 


Editor's note: To my knowledge, the 
City of Belle Glade hasn't had an elected 
.} mayor or chief of police for many, mahy 
years, if ever. 

To get this accomplished would take a 
charter change and a referendum on the 
ballot, and an election. 

This could be done by a petition drive with 
enough signatures to get the attention of 
the city commission. Also, if you think the 
current system is not representative of

Youth camp will remain open 


Plans to shut down the 
Everglades Youth Conservation 
Camp in Palm Beach County to 
save money were cancelled 
recently when community 
groups and_ individuals 
volunteered to help keep it 
open. 5 

The Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission 
(GFC) operates the camp which 
serves up to 600 children 
during the summer. 
Conservation groups and other 
organization have rented the 
camp on week-end basis 
frequently throughout the rest 
of the year. 

Duke Hammond, the 
Commission's director of media 
relations, said the camp was 
built in the late 1960s and 
needs extensive repairs and 
renovation. 

"The facilities have 
come to the end of their useful 
life," Hammond said. "The 
sewer, roofs and electrical 
wiring | all need Teplacemagt or 
repair.” 

After receiving dozens 
of phone calls and letters from 
people interested in keeping 
the camp open, the GFC 
requested, from the governor's 
office, spending authority for $ 
59,000 to cover the most needed 
repairs. This sum should allow 
the camp to stay open through 
next summer, Hammond said. 


He said the camp needs an 
additional $170,000, 
appropriation from the 
legislature in order to keep 
running. 

The GFC also is 
requesting the legislature 
appropriate up to $ 2.5 ,million 
to fund a massive- renovation 
program. The rejuvenated 
facility would serve as an 
environmental learning center 
for area schools and other 
groups. The legislature is 
scheduled to consider the 
proposal in January. 

"We have the potential 
to build a first class facility,” 
Hammond said. "Students 
could visit the Everglades camp 
and spend the day learning 
about our environment: That 
would be in addition to the 
summer youth camp program, 
and .weekend’\ rental to 
conservation groups- 

The Evergladeè Youth 
Conservation Camp is 20 miles 
northwest of West Palm Beach 
and approximately five miles 
due west of the Beeline 
Highway. It's in the 58,000 - 
acre J.W. Corbett Wildlife 
Management Area. 

"The Commission 
originally approved shutting 
down the camp, effective in 
January, as a cost - saving 


measure," Hammond ssid. 

The commissioners 
took that action with deep 
regret. But then, the 
outpouring of sentiment to keep 
the camp open resulted in 
approval of the emergency 
budget amendment." 

Many community groups and 
leaders have pledged donations 
and volunteer to help the 


.Commission keep the camp 


open and make it a quality 
facility, according to Hammond. 

"Numerous letters and 
telephone calls showed us that 
the public regards the 
Everglades Youth Camp as an 
important learning resource 
that should be preserved, " 
Hammond said. 

St. Mary's Hospital in 
West Palm Beach, the Palm 


Beach County Airboat and 


Halftrack Conservation-Club, 
and the African Safari;Club 
have all stepped forward to 
offer support. 

"We in the agency are 
100 percent behind this effort," 
Hammond said.. "The 
Everglades Youth Çamp has 
the potential to become a 
learning facility all Floridians 
can take pride in.”
